Elder care 
suits settled

Sunwest Management Inc., an opera- 
tor of elder care facilities that maintains 
a branch in Ukiah and Clearlake, has set- 
tled two class action lawsuits alleging 
understaffing at its facilities. 

“Sunwest Management is pleased that 
the California and Oregon class action 
lawsuits have been settled,” said 
Sunwest spokesman Steven Stradley. 
“Although we fundamentally disagree 
with the core claims of the lawsuits, we 
believe that resolving the matter is the 
right thing to do.” 

Attorney Stephen Garcia, who 
brought the lawsuit, alleged that 
Sunwest had deliberately understaffed 
its communities by forcing them to oper- 
ate under budgets that increased profits 
by charging for services like adequate 
staffing.

Gunfire 
leads to 
2 arrests

Charges of drug possession, firearms 
possession and child endangerment 
against two Redwood Valley residents 
have been forwarded to the Mendocino 
County District Attorney’s Office fol- 
lowing a search of their Webb Ranch 
Road Home Sunday. 

According to reports from the 
Mendocino County Sheriff’s Office, 
deputies drove out to a home in the 2800 
block of Webb Ranch Road in Redwood 
Valley, responding to reports of gunfire 
in the area. 

Witnesses told sheriff’s deputies they 
had heard as many as 50 shots come 
from Timothy Abshire’s residence. 

Deputies went to Abshire’s home and 
found several empty bullet casings and 
saw between 30 and 40 pounds of 
processed marijuana and several 
firearms in plain sight in the house, 
according to sheriff’s reports. 

Deputies got a search warrant for the 
house, seized the marijuana and several 
weapons. Officers also found three 
young children in the home. 

Abshire, 28, of Redwood Valley, was 
arrested on two warrants and charges of 
possession of marijuana, possession of 
marijuana for sale, child endangerment 
and being a felon in possession of a 
firearm were forwarded to the District 
Attorney’s Office for consideration. 

Amanda Ashby, 32, of Redwood 
Valley, was arrested on suspicion of 
child endangerment, and charges of 
child endangerment against her were 
also forwarded to the District Attorney’s 
Office. 
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McCain wins Florida GOP primary; 
Giuliani to drop out and endorse McCain 


MIAMI (AP) — Sen. John McCain won a breakthrough tri- 
umph in the Florida primary Tuesday night, seizing the upper hand 
in the Republican presidential race ahead of next week’s coast-to- 
coast contests and lining up a quick endorsement from soon-to-be 
dropout Rudy Giuliani. 

“Tt shows one thing: I’m the conservative leader who can unite 
the party,” McCain told The Associated Press after easing past for- 
mer Massachusetts Gov. Mitt Romney for his first-ever triumph in 
a primary open only to Republicans. 

“We have a ways to go, but we’re getting close” to the nomina- 
tion, he said later in an appearance before cheering supporters. 

Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton was the Democratic winner in a 
primary held in defiance of national rules that drew no campaign- 
ing and awarded no delegates. 

The victory was worth 57 Republican National Convention del- 
egates for McCain, a winner-take-all haul that catapulted him 
ahead of Romney in that category. 

Romney, who has spent millions of dollars of his personal for- 
tune to run for the White House, vowed to stay in the race. 

“At a time like this, America needs a president in the White 
House who has actually had a job in the real economy,” the former 
businessman told supporters in St. Petersburg. 

Giuliani, the former New York mayor, ran third. It was his best 
showing of the campaign, but not nearly good enough for the one- 
time front-runner who decided to make his last stand in a state that 
is home to tens of thousands of transplanted New Yorkers. Several 
officials familiar with events said he intended to endorse McCain 
on Wednesday in California. 

In remarks to supporters in Orlando, Giuliani referred to his can- 
didacy repeatedly in the past tense as though it were over. 
“We’ll stay involved and together we’ll make sure that we’ll do 
everything we can to hand our nation off to the next generation bet- 
ter than it was before,” he said. 

Former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee ran fourth in the prima- 
ry but told supporters he would campaign on. Texas Rep. Ron Paul 
was fifth, and last. 


Signs point toward pause or halt to U.S. 
troop withdrawal from Iraq this summer 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Bush administration is sending 
strong signals that U.S. troop reductions in Iraq will slow or stop 
altogether this summer, a move that would jeopardize hopes of 
relieving strain on the Army and Marine Corps and revive debate 
over an open-ended U.S. commitment in Iraq. 

The indications of a likely slowdown reflect concern by U.S. 
commanders that the improvement in security in Iraq since June — 
to a degree few had predicted when President Bush ordered five 
more Army brigades to Iraq a year ago — is tenuous and could be 
reversed if the extra troops come out too soon. 

One of those extra brigades left in December and the other four 
are due to come out by July, leaving 15 brigades, or roughly 
130,000 to 135,000 troops — the same number as before Bush sent 
the reinforcements. 

Gen. David Petraeus, the top U.S. commander in Iraq, is sched- 
uled to report to the president and to Congress in April on possible 
additional cutbacks and any recommended changes in strategy. 
Petraeus recently said it would be prudent to “let things settle a bit” 
after the current round of troop cuts is completed in July before 
deciding whether and when to reduce further. 

Majority Democrats in Congress have pressed unsuccessfully to 
wind down the war quickly, in part out of concern that more fire- 
power should be transferred to Afghanistan, where the security sit- 
uation has deteriorated. Reluctance by Bush to continue the troop 
drawdown beyond July is likely to trigger a new round of conflict 
with the anti-war Democrats, especially with the November elec- 
tions looming. 


House passes $146 billion economic 
package that would speed rebates 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House, seizing a rare moment of 
bipartisanship to respond to the economy’s slump, overwhelming- 
ly passed a $146 billion aid package Tuesday that would speed 
rebates of $600 to $1,200 to most taxpayers. 

The plan, approved 385-35 after little debate, would send at 
least some rebate to anyone with at least $3,000 in income, with 
more going to families with children and less going to wealthier 
taxpayers. 

It faced a murky future in the Senate, though, where Democrats 
and some Republicans backed a larger package that adds billions 
of dollars for senior citizens and the unemployed, and shrinks the 
rebate to $500 for individuals and $1,000 for couples. That plan, 
written by Finance Committee Chairman Max Baucus, would 
deliver checks even to the richest taxpayers, who are disqualified 
under the House-passed measure. 

Both versions would provide tax breaks to businesses to spur 
equipment and other purchases. 
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President Bush and House leaders urged the Senate to take the 
bipartisan agreement and pass it quickly, even as Baucus, D-Mont., 
planned a Wednesday vote in his committee on a larger package 
that could face a slower path. 


Hostage standoff ends; gunmen 
arrested after fleeing in ambulance 


ALTAGRACIA DE ORITUCO, Venezuela (AP) — Gunmen 
who held more than 30 hostages inside a Venezuelan bank for over 
24 hours fled in an ambulance and were caught Tuesday along a 
roadside, where they surrendered and freed their last five captives. 

The gunmen first let three hostages go and then negotiated with 
police while holding on to the last two, Guarico state Gov. Eduardo 
Manuitt said. 

“This nightmare is over,” Manuitt told state television. 

They eventually turned over their guns and a grenade, and then 
were ordered to the ground as police arrested them, Manuitt said. 
The pursuit ended less than two hours after the gunmen fled the 
bank in the ambulance under a deal negotiated with police. 

The standoff in this town southeast of Caracas began Monday 
morning with a botched robbery. In the final hours, some hostages 
inside the bank waved signs in the windows with desperate pleas 
for help and used cell phones to call their relatives. 

Under the deal with police, the gunmen were permitted to leave 
with five hostages who agreed to accompany them, freeing the rest 
of the captives at the bank. 


Bush says reliance on faith helped 
him beat ‘addiction’ to alcohol 


BALTIMORE (AP) — President Bush is talking more openly 
about his old drinking habit, and on Tuesday he offered perhaps his 
most pointed assessment yet by saying plainly that the term “addic- 
tion” had applied to him. 

“Addiction is hard to overcome. As you might remember, I 
drank too much at one time in my life,” Bush said during a visit to 
the Jericho Program, a project of Episcopal Community Services 
of Maryland that helps former prisoners deal with problems such 
as drug addiction, finding jobs and reintegrating productively into 
society. 

Bush spoke to reporters after meeting privately with two men 
who have graduated from Jericho’s program and dealt with drug 
problems. During that session, which the White House allowed one 
reporter to attend, Bush spoke frankly about himself. 

“T understand addiction, and I understand how a changed heart 
can help you deal with addiction,” he told the two men. “There’s 
some kind of commonality.” 


Hand gel not enough to curb infections; 
rings, fingernails carry germs too 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Doctors and nurses on the go often skip 
soap and water in favor of an alcohol-based hand gel, thinking the 
quick-acting goo will kill bacteria on their hands and curb the 
spread of infection. It turns out that’s not enough. 

In a Nebraska hospital, medical workers nearly doubled their 
use of the alcohol-based gel, but their generally cleaner hands had 
no bearing on the rate of infections among patients. 

The doctor who studied the problem pointed to many villains: 
Rings and fingernails that are too long and hard to clean, poor han- 
dling of catheters and treatment areas that aren’t sanitized. 

“Hand hygiene is still important, but it’s not a panacea,” said Dr. 
Mark Rupp, an infectious disease specialist at the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center. He led the study at the adjoining 
Nebraska Medical Center. 

The results of his study appear to contradict hospital guidelines 
from the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention that say bet- 
ter hand hygiene — through frequent washing or use of hand gels 
— has been shown to cut the spread of hospital infections. 

The spread of infection-causing germs in U.S. hospitals is a 
huge health problem, accounting for an estimated 1.7 million infec- 
tions and 99,000 deaths each year, according to the CDC. These 
include drug-resistant staph, urinary tract infections and ventilator- 
associated pneumonia, among others.

NEW YORK (AP) — Don’t lick the walls. 

An all-chocolate room was unveiled in Manhattan on Tuesday 
— a pre-Valentine’s Day creation complete with furniture and art- 
work made of the sweet stuff. 

“It’s the perfect bit of sin,” said Ali Larter, star of TV’s 
“Heroes,” of the Godiva chocolate “pearls” that are her private 
daily indulgence. 

Here, they were dripping off the chandeliers above the dining 
table, which was a sea of stars, truffles and crescents — all choco- 
late, of course, under glass. 

Larter is the celebrity face hired by the Belgian chocolatier for 
its annual Valentine’s Day promotion contest. This year, anyone 
who buys the winning box of chocolates — for $23 and up — may 
win the chocolate room.

Nursing-home resident sees far too much 


Q: My 87-year old mother 
has been a nursing-home resi- 
dent since she fractured her hip 
last year. Because she was 
unable to benefit from rehabili- 
tation, Medicare stopped paying 
for her care, and she was moved 
into another room, where she 
receives skilled care, but she 
now has a 77-year-old female 
roommate with an obvious 
memory disorder. Their beds 
are no more than 4 feet apart, 
and only a curtain allows them 
to have any type of privacy. 

Mom has complained that her 
roommate is on the phone at all 
hours of the day and night talk- 
ing to her husband, which keeps 
Mom awake. We finally met her 
husband last Sunday during vis- 
iting hours. He appeared to be 
quite a bit younger than his wife 
and appeared to be drinking. He 
seemed jovial, but not 10 min- 
utes after he arrived, he pulled 
the curtain around his wife’s 
bed and they began engaging in 
sexual relations while my wife 
and I were sitting there trying to 
visit with my mother. 

The noise was unbearable, 
and every so often, the curtain 
would get kicked and the hus- 
band’s bare feet would go fly- 
ing in and out. There was no 
question what was going on 
over there. My mother, who is 
very sharp for her age, was 
quite embarrassed, as were my 
wife and I. 

I went first to the nurse and 
then to the administrator of the 
facility and related what had 
been going on and the effect on

my mother and, quite frankly, 
anyone within earshot. I was 
also concerned that this man 
could come to the facility, get 
confused, and go into the wrong 
room and possibly rape a 
patient if he is intoxicated. 

The administrator told me 
that, by federal law, husbands 
and wives have rights to conju- 
gal visits, and the nursing home 
could not stop it. I was shocked 
when I was told that unless and 
until the husband did something 
inappropriate, there was noth- 
ing that could be done. I have 
talked to the families of other 
residents who are also con- 
cerned. Are there any actions 
we can take to prevent this from 
happening again? I would like 
to move my mother, but we are 
told that all the other beds are 
full. 

A: Lists of residents’ rights 
in nursing facilities are includ- 
ed in both state and federal laws 
with an eye toward protecting 
the residents’ liberties; howev- 
er, at the same time, while in a 


nursing-home setting, residents 
can’t have the complete free- 
doms they enjoyed outside the 
facility. 

The right to privacy is most 
important, meaning that when 
care is being given, the door 
should be closed, the privacy 
curtain should be drawn, and 
the blinds or curtains should be 
closed. 

To avoid violating the law, 
the facility must avoid endan- 
gering a resident’s health, safe- 
ty or welfare. That is why 
humiliation, harassment and 
threats constitute mental abuse. 
On the one hand, the facility 
can’t ignore a resident’s request 
that would improve the quality 
of that person’s life. Yet, on the 
other, such requests must be 
considered in light of practical- 
ity or potential harm to that and 
other residents’ health and safe- 
ty. 
Because federal law guaran- 
tees the right of residents to 
communicate privately and 
without restriction with chosen 
persons, the facility must make 
arrangements to allow private 
visits, especially where, as with 
your mother, the residents share 
a room. Although “reasonable 
hours” may be considered to be 
normal waking hours to most, 
the facility must allow a visitor 
to see a resident during odd 
hours if requested by the resi- 
dent if an extraordinary situa- 
tion presents itself. On the other 
hand, facilities can restrict visi- 
tors if, among other things, the 
visitor disrupts the proper func- 


tion of the facility. 

That said, while the facility 
must arrange for private meet- 
ings between spouses, there 
should be special arrangements 
for those in semiprivate rooms 
to allow conjugal visits. Based 
upon our research, we believe 
the facility is remiss in not pro- 
viding better accommodations 
for conjugal visits. 

Taking the NextStep: In that 
your mother’s roommate 
appears to be ambulatory, it 
might be that a separate private 
room could be made available. 
Or, in some instances, a resident 
may be able to leave the facility 
for a conjugal visit. Your moth- 
er’s health and welfare must be 
balanced against her room- 
mate’s rights. We suggest that 
you try again to resolve the 
matter and, if you can’t, we 
suggest that you contact the 
long-term care ombudsman and 
file a grievance or, as a last 
resort, move your mother to 
another facility that “keeps a 
lid” on patients’ rights of this 
nature.

Pacific Gas and Electric Company has 
added five Class 8 heavy-duty liquid natural gas 
(LNG) trucks to its alternative fuel fleet and one 
of them will be on the Ukiah run.

“Natural gas is one of the cleanest alternative 
fuels available today,” said David Meisel, direc- 
tor of transportation services at PG&E. “The 
Kenworth LNG-powered trucks will reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions by 15 to 20 percent 
over equivalent diesel engines.” 

PG&E purchased the Class 8 heavy-duty 
trucks from Bay Area Kenworth as diesel units 
and collaborated on the upgrade to liquid natur- 
al gas operation with Kenworth and Westport 
Innovations Inc., a leader in the development of 
natural gas engines and fuel systems. The unique 
fuel system developed and manufactured by 
Westport and called high pressure direct injec- 
tion, uses a small amount of diesel to ignite the 
natural gas in the engine and provides diesel- 
equivalent torque, horsepower and a range of 
400-450 miles. The result is reduced NOx, par- 
ticulate matter and greenhouse gas emissions 
and less reliance on diesel fuel by running the 
cleaner LNG fuel. 

The LNG-powered trucks are based at 
PG&E’s Fremont service warehouse from where 
all the utility’s supplies are shipped and are 
being put into service for routes to Fresno, 
Marysville, Ukiah and Templeton. 

PG&E operates 36 natural gas fueling stations 
throughout its northern and central California 
service territory, 27 of which are open to the 


public.

Sales tax still at issue 


To the Editor: 

I’m responding to the Daily Journal’s 
article, “Medical marijuana sales tax may 
end.” 

Americans for Safe Access (ASA) has 
tracked the sales tax issue since before the 
BOE policy change on medical marijuana 
in Oct. 2005. The date you reference, 
February 2007, is simply when notices 
were sent by the BOE to known dispen- 
saries across the state explaining that they 
must apply for seller’s permits. We are also 
in direct communication with BOE Chair 
Betty Yee about these issues, but have not 
heard about any intent to change the 
October 2005 BOE policy. 

One of the criteria that the State of 
California uses to reject the argument that 
medical marijuana should be exempt as a 
medicine, is that only “prescribed” medi- 
cines are exempt from sales tax, and since 
medical marijuana cannot be prescribed 
(due to its position as a Schedule I drug 
under the federal Controlled Substances 
Act), it is not exempt from state sales tax. 
There is likely to be no change on this poli- 
cy until federal law changes to allow mari- 
juana to be prescribed (i.e. rescheduled 
under the Controlled Substances Act), or 
until such time that someone wins a legal 
case in state court. 

Contrary to the BOE policy change pur- 
ported by the Daily Journal, State Senator 
Carole Migden intends to re-introduce her 
back sales tax amnesty bill, which was 
tabled last year in committee. This bill, 
also supported by Yee, aims to mitigate 
harm and assist dispensaries and their 
patients struggling to comply with these 
sometimes onerous BOE requirements. 

I’m afraid that your readers will come 
away with the false impression that the 
state intends to change its policy on taxing 
the sale of medical marijuana. While we at 
ASA would welcome such a policy change, 
it is unlikely to happen in the near future. 
Until that time, however, the state stands to 
gain millions of dollars from a previously 
untapped resource.

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Financial populists 


vs. Bernanke 


Jim Cramer -- the hyperactive, loud and opinionat- 
ed host of CNBC’s “Mad Money” -- is no fan of 
Federal Reserve chairman Ben Bernanke. If you’d 
tuned into “Mad Money” any time in recent months, 
you might have caught one of Cramer’s outbursts 
against the ex-Princeton University economics profes- 
sor. “Defend us from Uncle Ben Bernanke’s relentless 
march to recession,” went one rant. “You know what 
Bernanke is? He’s the General Sherman of monetary 
policy. He’s waging total war against the American 
economy.” 

Call this the rise of financial populism. Cramer is its 
biggest star and, in some ways, it has fundamentally 
altered the climate in which the Federal Reserve 
makes economic policy. Throughout its history, the 
Fed has rarely been popular (the peaceful period in the 
1990s under Alan Greenspan was an exception). 
People often blame the Fed for recessions or high 
interest rates. But traditionally, politicians, business 
leaders and unions have been the most vocal critics. 

No more. In recent months, the noisiest criticism of 
the Fed has come from Wall Street. Hordes of money 
managers, commentators and economists have joined 
Cramer in ridiculing Bernanke and other Fed officials. 
They’re “clueless” and “behind the curve.” The blunt 
message: Cut interest rates; revive the economy; boost 
stock prices. But these custodians of capital no longer 
speak only for small numbers of the superwealthy. 
From 1980 to 2005, the share of U.S. households own- 
ing stocks or mutual funds went from less than 19 per- 
cent to 50 percent. 

Just as the late-19th-century populists, mostly farm- 
ers, wanted the government to provide cheap money 
and curb the railroads’ power, today’s financial pop- 
ulists think government should somehow guarantee 
that the economy always expands and stock prices 
always rise. Whenever either seems threatened, there’s 
a clamor for action. Last week, Bernanke’s Fed 
seemed to capitulate by cutting its overnight Fed funds 
rate from 4.25 percent to 3.5 percent (as recently as 
mid-September, it had been 5.25 percent). Another cut 
could come this week. 

Of course, the Fed doesn’t think it was surrendering 
to critics. Instead, it was trying to avert a financial 
stampede. Before the Fed took action, global stock 
markets were plunging; they were already down 12 
percent for the year, says Howard Silverblatt of 
Standard & Poor’s. The paper loss totaled $6 trillion. 
There were signs of a huge sell-off of U.S. stocks. The 
Fed rate cut aimed to prevent a panic that would feed 
on itself. Lower rates would improve confidence by 
cushioning any economic slowdown. 

Fair enough. The trouble is that this may be a dis- 
tinction without a difference, because market senti- 
ment -- what sends prices up or down -- is heavily 
shaped by the financial populists operating through the 
business cable channels, Internet-distributed commen- 
taries and print press. There is a vast echo chamber in 
which if something is repeated often enough, it 
becomes its own reality. When there’s mostly cheer- 
ing, stock or bond prices rise; with boos, prices fall. 
Either way, the Fed must deal with what “the markets” 
are saying. The present panicky climate results, at least 
partly, from all the invective heaped on the Fed. 

What Cramer and many talking heads offer are 
selective and sensationalized views that favor short- 
term conditions and immediate gratification: higher 
stock prices tomorrow; better trading profits. By these 
appraisals, the U.S. economy is in dire shape. Who 
knows? Maybe a calamity lies just ahead. But as yet, 
the evidence is unconvincing. For all of 2007, profits 
of nonfinancial corporations were up 6 percent, says 
Silverblatt. 

Of course, the economy has serious problems. But 
every problem -- even a recession -- is not the apoca- 
lypse. In the late 1990s, the electronic echo chamber 
promoted unrealistic euphoria, which fed the “tech 
bubble.” It’s not just that these portrayals, in both 
directions, exaggerate. They may also encourage self- 
defeating economic policies. 

The Fed’s first responsibility is to keep inflation at 
low levels because, without that, its other goals of 
maximum economic growth and low unemployment 
become impossible. We learned this lesson painfully in 
the 1960s and the 1970s. Political pressures then to 
avoid all recessions led the Fed to relax money and 
credit too often. The perverse results were higher infla- 
tion and more frequent and harsher recessions. Annual 
inflation peaked at 13.3 percent in 1979 and annual 
unemployment at 9.7 percent in 1982. 

Some economists think that the Fed is already 
repeating its previous error, now prodded by “market 
pressures” and the specter of financial panic. If the 
market constantly demands to be stimulated by lower 
interest rates and easier credit, and threatens to go into 
an uncontrolled tailspin if it isn’t, then the Fed is in a 
treacherous position. Trying to make matters better 
now may make them much worse in a few years if 
higher inflation emerges. This danger is easily over- 
looked.

Mets, Twins reach tentative deal for Santana

NEW YORK (AP) 
Johan Santana is a contract 
extension and physical from 
going to the New York Mets. 

After months of delibera- 
tion, the Twins reached a ten- 
tative agreement Tuesday to 
part with the two-time Cy 
Young Award winner for out- 
fielder Carlos Gomez, and 


pitchers Phil Humber, Deolis 
Guerra and Kevin Mulvey, 
two people familiar with the 
deal said, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity because no 
announcement had been 
made. 

“If it’s true, obviously, 
you’re getting arguably the 
best pitcher in the game,” 
Mets third baseman David 
Wright said. 


The next step is for the 
Mets to negotiate a contract 
extension with Santana, who 
is eligible for free agency after 
this season. The three-time 
All-Star is owed $13.25 mil- 
lion this year and likely will 
seek an extension of five-to- 
seven years worth at least $20 
million annually. 

New York and Santana 
have until 5 p.m. EST Friday 


to reach an agreement, a base- 
ball official told The 
Associated Press, also on con- 
dition of anonymity. If the 
Mets and Santana strike a 
deal, the players would have 
to pass physicals and the 
pitcher would have to formal- 
ly waive his no-trade clause. 
The Mets emerged as the 
top candidate for a trade after 
the winter meetings, when the

HOUSTON — Yao Ming scored 
eight of his 36 points in the final 2 1/2 
minutes and had 19 rebounds to help 
the Houston Rockets hold on to beat 
the Golden State Warriors 111-107 on 
Tuesday night. 

Rafer Alston had 17 points and a 
season-high 12 assists as the Rockets 
overcame the absence of Tracy 
McGrady to win for the fifth time in 
six games and snap a four-game losing 
streak to the Warriors. 

Houston led 52-31 late in the sec- 
ond quarter, but the Warriors spent the 
second half gradually chipping away. 
They took their first lead, at 102-101, 
on Baron Davis’ 3-pointer with 2:11 
left in the game. 

Yao overpowered Golden State’s 
undersized frontcourt all night and 
muscled his way down low on every 
Rockets’ possession down the stretch. 
He went 6-for-6 from the free-throw 
line and flipped in a hook shot after 
that as Houston pulled away late. 

Davis sank another 3-pointer with 
15.5 seconds left for the final margin. 
He finished with 21 points, six 
rebounds and six assists. 

McGrady sat out with flu-like 
symptoms, the 15th game he’s missed 
this season. The Rockets improved to 
8-7 without him. 

Luther Head scored 20 and added 
six assists for the Rockets. 

Stephen Jackson had 25 points, 
seven assists and six rebounds for 
Golden State. 

The Rockets opened the game with 
a 23-6 run, hitting nine of their first 14 
shots. Houston got a bonus when 
Davis picked up his second foul just 
five minutes after the tip. 

Already frustrated, Davis got in 
Alston’s face under the Warriors’ bas- 
ket and the two exchanged words and 
earned technical fouls. 

Golden State quickened the pace, 
but that strategy backfired. Yao scored 
twice inside to stretch Houston’s lead 
to 29-9 with three minutes left in the 
first quarter. 

Yao was dominant after struggling 
in the first two meetings with Golden 
State this season, averaging only 13 
points. He had 12 points and 11 
rebounds in the first quarter alone and 
Houston led 33-18. 

The Warriors found their touch and 
mounted an 11-2 run to cut the lead to 
10. But with Yao on the bench, the 
Rockets retook control in the second 
quarter, answering with a 12-3 burst to 
extend the lead to 45-26. 

Yao returned with 7:07 left in the 
half, after Carl Landry cut open his 
bottom lip diving for a loose ball. 
Golden State trimmed the deficit to 10 
again, but Alston sank a 3-pointer to 
put the Rockets up 60-46 at the break. 

The Rockets led 71-57 midway 
through the third quarter, but Monta

Ellis and Matt Barnes sank 3-pointers 
during a 14-4 Golden State run. After a 
Houston time out, Yao scored twice 
inside and Shane Battier hit a 3-point- 
er, pushing the lead back over 10. 

Al Harrington sank two 3-pointers 
in three minutes as Golden State 
mounted one final surge. Seldom-used 
Steve Novak missed two forced 3- 
pointers at the Houston end and 
Harrington pulled the Warriors to 100- 
99 on a long jumper from just inside 
the 3-point line. 

Golden State went 12-for-29 from 
3-point range, sinking eight in the sec- 
ond half to fuel the comeback. Notes: 
Yao matched his season highs in points 
and rebounds. ... Golden State finished 
with 10 turnovers and committed only 


three in the second half. ... Landry, a 

rookie, took five stitches for his 

injured lip at halftime.

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Fox hopes to beat Super viewership record of more than 94 million viewers

NEW YORK — The undefeated 
New England Patriots aren’t taking the 
only shot at history this weekend. 
There’s a strong chance that this could 
be the most-watched Super Bowl ever. 

The record Fox will be shooting for 
is the 94.08 million viewers who 
watched the Dallas Cowboys beat the 
Pittsburgh Steelers in January 1996, 
according to Nielsen Media Research. 
Last year’s victory by the Indianapolis 
Colts came closest with 93.2 million. 

The biggest draw is the Patriots 
themselves, as they attempt to become 
the first undefeated NFL team since 
the 1972 Dolphins — and secure near- 
unanimous acclaim as the best pro 
football team ever. 

“This has a very good chance,” said 
Brad Adgate, research chief for the 
Madison Avenue firm Horizon Media. 

While the Patriots’ quest for history 
will be the focus, they must beat the 
New York Giants, who represent the 
biggest television market in the coun- 
try. The Giants’ underdog run to the 
Super Bowl has captivated its fan 


base, and the NFC championship vic- 
tory over the Green Bay Packers had 
the biggest audience for that game 
since 1995, according to Nielsen 
Media Research. 

There’s also the fresh memory of 
the thrilling game the Giants 
and Patriots played on the 
last night of the regular sea- 
son, where New England had 
to come from behind to keep 
their unbeaten streak alive. 
That game was seen by 34.5 
million people, the most- 
watched NFL regular season 
game since 1990. 

Fox says that setting a 
record is possible. “There are 


huge number like this,” said 
Bill Wanger, research chief 
for Fox sports. “Having the number 
one market isn’t necessarily a lock.” 

Actually, TV networks prefer a con- 
test with a bit more geographic diver- 
sity — a West Coast team playing an 
East Coast team, instead of two teams 
from the Northeast. 

The biggest factor in keeping view-

ers tuned in is the competitiveness of 
the game. A rout is generally bad 
news, although recent history is on 
Fox’s side. After a run of lackluster 
Super Bowl games, this decade has 
seen some good ones. The playoffs 
leading up the Super Bowl, 
capped by the Giants’ overtime 
victory over Green Bay, also 
bode well. 

The best thing for Fox is a 
close game with the Giants 
leading, but the Patriots still 
with a chance at the end. 

The element of history might 
keep viewers tuned in even if 
the Patriots are blowing out the 
Giants, although the big victory 


) in margins the team was racking 


up early in the year have dimin- 
ished. 

“If New England blows out the 
Giants, this may be one time when rat- 
ings late in the game will not decline,” 
said Steve Sternberg, ratings expert for 
the ad-buying firm Magna Global. 
“The only thing that might prevent 
near-record ratings is if the Giants 
blow out the Patriots. But even that 


might keep viewers tuned in.” 

Other, esoteric factors might help, 
too. Bad weather across the country 
could keep people in front of their 
TVs, in case they were tempted to do 
something else. 

The Hollywood writers strike might 
leave viewers a little more starved than 
usual for something good to watch, 
Adgate said. 

The Super Bowl is the most popular 
television event of the year. This 
year’s game will almost certainly fail 
to match the most popular television 
event of all time, the 1983 finale of the 
TV series “M-A-S-H,” which drew an 
estimated 125 million people. 

Even if this week’s game cracks the 
viewership record, it is still not likely 
earn the best Super Bowl rating — 
because of factors out of the game’s 
control. The ratings record of 49.1 
meaning just under half of the nation’s 
TV sets were tuned in to the game — 
was set for the 1982 game between 
San Francisco and Cincinnati. The 
simple explosion in the number of TV 
networks available for people to watch 
makes that a hard number to approach.

Webber 
returns to 
Warriors 13 
years later 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — 
Golden State coach Don 
Nelson had no reservations 
about reacquiring Chris 
Webber 13 years after the two 
clashed and Webber asked for 
a trade. 

The free agent forward 
signed a contract Tuesday, 
returning to the team that 
drafted him in 1993. Warriors 
executive vice president Chris 
Mullin did not release details 
of the deal. 

The Warriors were playing 
in Houston on Tuesday night 


and New’ Orleans’ on 
Wednesday. Nelson said 
Webber would join the 


Warriors on Thursday when 
the team returned to Oakland. 

“He’s one of the best pass- 
ing big men to ever play the 
game,” Nelson said. “That’s 
going to really help us. And 
then he’s going to increase 
our team IQ. He’s a very 
smart player. And he’s anoth- 
er big man, he makes us one 
more deep all along the roster. 

“I think it’s going to work 
out great and I can’t wait to 
see him.” 

Nelson said Webber was 
working out with strength and 
conditioning coach John 
Murray in Oakland on 
Tuesday. Webber hasn’t 
played in a game since 
Detroit lost to Cleveland in 
last season’s Eastern 
Conference finals. 

Nelson was hoping Webber 
would be ready for Golden 
State’s Feb. 7 game against 
Chicago. The Warriors play 
Charlotte on Feb. 1, then have 
six days off before that game, 
giving Webber time to work 
on his conditioning. 

“That’s our job to get him 
in shape and get him where he 
feels good and comfortable,” 
Nelson said. 

Not long after he was draft- 
ed, Webber started fighting 
with Nelson and he demanded 
a trade before his second sea- 
son. The former Michigan 
star eventually was dealt to 
Washington in November 
1994 and he’s been loudly 
booed at Oracle Arena ever 
since. 

When Golden State’s brass 
asked Nelson if he’d have a 
problem coaching Webber 
again, Nelson said no. 

“I didn’t know how he felt 
about it, but I know now,” 
Nelson said. “He feels good 
about it as well.” 

Webber, a five-time All- 
Star, had confirmed in an e- 
mail to The Associated Press 
on Monday night that he was 
set to rejoin the Warriors. 

“We’re glad that Chris has 
elected to sign with our club 
and feel fortunate to add a 
player with his ability,” 
Mullin said. “We think he will 
be a nice addition to our team 
and provide additional depth 
to our front court and an 
added veteran presence on the 
floor.” 

Webber was NBA Rookie 
of the Year with the Warriors 
in 1993-94. He demanded a 
trade following that season, 
and has since played for 
Washington, Sacramento, 
Philadelphia and Detroit. 

“It is with great pride and 
humility that I announce my 
return to the Golden State 
Warriors, the place where it 
all started,” the five-time All- 
Star said in a statement 
released by the Warriors. “In 
playing for Nellie before, I 
know how much fun his style 
of ball can be.” 

To make room on the ros- 
ter, the Warriors waived guard 
Troy Hudson.

Young Africans carry soccer dreams from 
impoverished fields to ultra-rich Qatar

DOHA, Qatar — Anthony Bassey 
Bassey developed his ability to deftly 
juggle a soccer ball in the rain and the 
mud of his native Nigeria, dreaming of 
someday playing for the powerhouse 
Spanish team Barcelona. 

Now the 13-year-old practices in a 
soaring, air-conditioned domed stadium 
in this tiny, ultra-rich Persian Gulf nation 
— thousands of miles from home. 

Bassey is one of 23 players who made 
it to Qatar for the final round of the 
largest talent search in soccer history, a 
screening of 400,000 boys his age across 
seven African countries. 

The tryouts were held by the Aspire 
sports academy, which is funded by 
Qatar’s government. In the coming days, 
the school plans to announce the names 
of a handful of the players who will 
receive full scholarships to study and 
train at the campus in Doha. 

The Nigerian teenager looked around 
in awe at the gleaming stadium. 

“Aspire is the best academy that has 
the best facilities that I have seen in my 
life,” Bassey said. “I came here to have 
more experience about football, to 
become a professional, and to have my 
bright future.” 

The contest has catapulted Qatar to the 
front in the race for one of Africa’s most 
precious resources — its skilled young 
soccer players. But like China’s quest for 
African oil and minerals, the push by 
Aspire has sparked controversy. 

The school acknowledges it targeted 
younger players because the older ones 
already have been scooped up by agents. 

Josep Colomer, a Spaniard who heads 
Aspire’s initiative, said it chose Africa 
because places like South America have 
already been thoroughly mined for play- 
ers. “I realized that Africa is full of talent, 
but nobody is taking care of them at the 


early age of 12 or 13,” he said. 

Many see a golden opportunity for 
poor, talented African youths. 

“They’re doing African football a big 
favor. ... They (Qataris) have a lot of 
money, and this is better than just putting 
up new stadiums,” said former World 
Soccer magazine editor Keir Radnedge. 

Added sports economist Andrew 
Zimbalist of Smith College in 
Massachusetts: “They’re endowing them 
with skills, they’re giving them market 
exposure they might not otherwise get. ... 
I don’t see how that’s exploitative.” 

Others worry that Qatar’s real aim is to 
enrich its own national teams down the 
road — something it has tried before. 
There also are fears the program may not 
have enough social safety nets in place 
for those young athletes who don’t make 
the final cut. 

“This might be a good idea for the 
very small number of kids involved, 
though few of them are actually likely to 
make it as professional players,” said 
John Williams, director for the Centre for 
the Sociology of Sport at the University 
of Leicester. But he asks: “What happens 
to those who fail? ... Educational and 
other support backup is crucial here.” 

Either way, Qatar’s massive recruit- 
ment of young Africans, backed by the 
country’s oil and gas riches, is certain to 
raise concerns, not just across a Mideast 
increasingly wild about sports, but in the 
rest of the soccer world. 

“What I would say to the people in 
Qatar who are thinking of doing this is, 
’Be careful, you are dealing with chil- 
dren,” said Tunisia soccer coach Roger 
Lemerre, who led France to win the 
European Championship in 2000 and was 
coaching this week in the African Cup of 
Nations. 

Aspire held 25,000 soccer matches at 
almost 600 fields in Cameroon, Ghana, 
Kenya, Morocco, Nigeria, Senegal and 


South Africa from May through 
November 2007, distributing 35,000 soc- 
cer balls and more than 15,000 jerseys. 
Among those who tried out was a boy 
who had 26 siblings and another who 
came in the only shoes he owned — a 
pair of dress shoes, cracked and full of 
holes. 

It chose three players from each coun- 
try and three goalkeepers, and flew them 
to Qatar for a month of tryouts. One was 
Bassey, a midfielder from southern 
Nigeria who impressed scouts with his 
juggling even before the tryouts began. 
Out of the 24 players chosen, 23 remain 
because one was sent home for medical 
reasons, school officials said without pro- 
viding details. 

Aspire, which will offer its scholarship 
winners a high school education along- 
side sports training, does not appear to 
break any rules of soccer’s governing 
body, FIFA, which prohibits professional 
clubs from moving players under 18 
across borders. 

Ivan Gazidis, deputy commissioner of 
Major League Soccer in the United 
States, said the FIFA rules have “reduced 
some of the more extreme circumstances 
of child exploitation.” 

While not directly affiliated with a 
professional soccer club, Aspire officials 
say they will own the players’ rights, act- 
ing as their agents when they begin play- 
ing professionally. 

Aspire is one of many soccer acade- 
mies that FIFA has little ability to govern, 
although it has in general expressed 
strong concerns about the increasing 
movement of young Africans from their 
home countries. 

FIFA refused to comment directly on 
Aspire “without having the complete 
official information on its activities.” 

European and Latin American profes- 
sional clubs and academies have long 
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Johnson leads San Diego to 63-55 upset 
over No. 21 Saint Mary’s 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — 
Thanks to the 1-2 punch of 
Brandon Johnson and Gyno 
Pomare, Saint Mary’s second 
stay in the Top 25 this season 
may be as short as its first. 

Johnson scored 20 of his 25 
points in the second half and 
Pomare had 20 to lead San 
Diego to a 63-55 victory over 
No. 21 Saint Mary’s on 
Monday night, hours after the 
Gaels moved into the poll. 

For the second time this 
season the Gaels lost in their 
first game after moving into 
The Associated Press’ Top 25. 

Saint Mary’s (17-3, 4-1 
West Coast Conference) lost 
at Southern Illinois 71-56 on 
Dec. 11, the day after the 
Gaels moved into the poll at 
No. 24 for the first time since 
March 1989. They dropped 
out of the rankings until 
Monday. 

Coach Randy Bennett had 
two reasons for his team hav- 
ing its five-game winning 
streak snapped and dropping 
to 0-2 in its first games after 
reaching the Top 25. 

“Those are two of the best 
players in the league and they 
played like it tonight,” 
Bennett said of Johnson and 
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Pomare. 

The game was the only one 
involving a ranked team 
Monday. 

San Diego’s victory was 
just its third over a Top 25 
opponent in the school’s his- 
tory, and its first since a win 
over No. 14 UCLA in 2002. 

Pomare and Johnson com- 
bined to score the first 14 
points of the second half for 
the Toreros (11-11, 4-1) as 
they erased a 29-24 halftime 
deficit. Johnson also keyed 
San Diego’s 10-0 run that 
gave the Toreros a 58-48 lead 
with 1:54 left in the game. 

“(Coach Bill Grier) pointed 
me out at halftime and told me 
I needed to come with it,” 
Johnson said. 

After getting the deciding 
run started with a 3-pointer, 
Johnson added another 3, and 
ended the spurt with a reverse 
layup. 

“The first half he was try- 
ing to do too much,” Grier 
said. “Our offense was shut- 
ting down when the ball hit 
his hands. When he gets going 
like that, he’s pretty much 
hard to stop.” 

Patrick Mills led the Gaels 
with 13 points and Omar 
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Samhan added 11 points and 
10 rebounds. 

The Toreros’ second-half 
surge was fueled by 66.7 per- 
cent shooting from the field 
and a defense that limited 
Saint Mary’s to just 33.3 per- 
cent shooting. Many of San 
Diego’s baskets came off 
defensive pressure that led to 
easy points. 

“I thought we came out 
there with a lot of stops early 
and played off of that,” 
Pomare said. 

San Diego trailed 29-18 
with 2:35 left in the first half 
when Pomare scored on three 
straight possessions to cut the 
halftime deficit to 29-24. 

Johnson’s fast-break basket 
7 1/2 minutes into the second 
half gave San Diego a 38-35 
lead, which it surrendered just 
once the rest of the way. 

“We didn’t do a good job 
on Brandon,” said Gaels 
guard Todd Golden, who fin- 
ished with nine points, all on 
3-pointers in the second half.

recruited the young, mostly 
locally, but also in Africa and 
elsewhere. 

At IMG Academies in 
Bradenton, Fla., students in 
the soccer program may enter 
at age 10. The school has stu- 
dents from overseas but does 
not recruit like Aspire, it said. 
And unlike Aspire, it allows 
its young players to sign with 
whatever agent they want, if 
they go professional. 

A bigger issue is natural- 
ization: FIFA has strongly 
criticized aggressive natural- 
ization of players with few 
links to their new countries 
and tightened its rules after 
denying Qatar’s attempt to 
grant three Brazilian players 
citizenship to help it qualify 
for the 2006 World Cup. 

Aspire officials deny natu- 
ralization is their goal, saying 
they hope the Africans’ 
intense drive instead will 
motivate Qatari players whose 
work ethic they say has been 
dulled by a lifetime of afflu- 
ence. 

But Aspire does not rule 
out naturalization, either. 

“When making agree- 
ments, we are not requiring 
them to play for Qatar. We 
leave it up to them,” said 
Aspire’s German sports direc- 
tor, Andreas Bleicher. “A 
player might be here for five 
years, and if he wants to play 
for Qatar, we would not say it 
is impossible.” 

In addition to the three 
Brazilians, Qatar gave pass- 
ports and Arabic names to 
eight Bulgarians shortly 
before the 1999 world 
weightlifting championships 
in exchange for an undis- 
closed sum of money. One of 
them, Saelem Nayef Badr, 
won two gold medals at that 
event. Kenyan runner Stephen 
Cherono also later changed 
his name to Saif Saaeed 
Shaheen and set a world 
record in the steeplechase in 
2004. 

Radnedge said he would 
expect many of the African 
players to become naturalized 
Qatari citizens. 

“If they’re there for 
years and find a much better 
lifestyle there, your natural 
inclination would be to 
embrace it,” he said. 

Most of FIFA’s concerns 
focus on outright trafficking 
— the practice of local agents, 
often unscrupulous or with 
few credentials, cutting deals 
with young players or their 
families, and then marketing 
them to professional clubs. 

Some believe FIFA should 
be even more aggressive. 

Jean-Claude Mbvoumin, 
head of Culture Foot 
Solidaire, a charity set up to 
help African teenage players 
trafficked to Europe, asked 
FIFA last year to stop Aspire’s 
talent search because he 
believed it violated the spirit 
of the international rules on 
moving athletes under 18. 

Aspire defends its program, 
saying it is providing opportu- 
nity to the players. 

“Some of these children 
came from the poorest areas 
and had nothing,” Bleicher 
said. “They didn’t have shoes, 


they didn’t have a ball, so they 
used what they had to play: a 
Coke bottle or a ball made out 
of socks. Their only dream is 
to become a professional foot- 
ball player and leave the 
poverty of the area.” 

It adds that it works closely 
with parents, consulting with 
them before moving the chil- 
dren abroad. The academy has 
not said if the players’ fami- 
lies will move with them to 
Qatar — something sociolo- 
gist Williams calls key to their 
protection — or how it will 
help those who fail. 

It also points to support it 
has received from African 
soccer federations and from 
figures such as Pele, widely 
considered the world’s great- 
est player. 

Aspire said it is consider- 
ing opening an academy in 
Africa someday, a possible 
response to activists’ criti- 
cism. 

It is not clear how much 
Aspire spent on its recruit- 
ment drive, but the govern- 
ment budgeted $2 billion to 
build its Sports City, which 
includes Aspire and its facili- 
ties, among them the largest 
multipurpose indoor sports 
dome ever built. 

There’s a stadium that can 
seat 15,000 people, and 10 
individual arenas. Facilities 
include a running track, 
swimming pool, gymnastics 
arena, squash courts and a 
full-sized indoor soccer field, 
all housed within a climate- 
controlled environment to 
counter the soaring heat in the 
Gulf region. 

Midfielder Bernard Appiah 
of Ghana marveled at the lush 
grass on the soccer field. 

“Normally, we just play in 
the sand sometimes, but we 
don’t have this kind of grass, 
only like sand,” he said. 

Asked if it was difficult to 
leave Ghana for Qatar, Appiah 
replied, “It is not easy, but by 
the grace of God, everything 
is good.” 

Colomer said he came up 
with the idea of an African tal- 
ent search while working as 
youth director at Barcelona, 
one of Spain’s top clubs. But 
he held off pursuing it until he 
came to Qatar in 2005, 
because he thought the idea 
would be criticized. 

“If it is a club, everyone 
will say the club is stealing 
players,” said Colomer, who 
brought Argentine teenage 
star Lionel Messi to 
Barcelona. “But if it is an 
academy, people will say the 
school is giving the kids an 
opportunity.” 

All that leaves many feel- 
ing conflicted. 

Karim Haggui, a 24-year- 
old Tunisian who plays for 
Bayer Leverkusen in 
Germany but competed this 
month in the African Cup in 
Ghana, said he sees the Qatari 
academy as both an opportu- 
nity — and possible exploita- 
tion. 

“There are a lot of young- 
sters — a lot of talent — who 
are here and who finish their 
careers in Africa without any- 
one ever seeing them,” 
Haggui said. But if Africans 
end up playing for another 
country’s national team, he 
added, “it becomes com- 
merce.”

four inches at 2,400 feet. At 
the top of the county, 
Laytonville had accumula- 
tions of four inches by 8:45 
a.m. Tuesday and visibility 
was down to less than a mile. 
For Redwood Valley resident 
Ruby Riepenhoff heavy snow 
and blowing winds limited 
visibility. 

“I can’t even see my drive- 
way,’ Riepenhoff said 
Tuesday morning. ‘“We’ve 
gotten at least two inches of 
snow in the last 30 minutes. 
West Road is completely cov- 
ered.” 


Bursts of heavy snow made 
travel difficult Tuesday morn- 
ing as both the south- and 
northbound lanes of Highway 
101 experienced brief clo- 
sures. Accumulations and 
slick conditions forced the 
NWS to issue a snow adviso- 
ry, which was in effect 
through 7 p.m. Tuesday. 
Coupled with the blowing 
winds and sporadic snowfall, 
wet, messy conditions extend- 
ed throughout the county, 
requiring drivers on Highway 
175 to have chains on their 
cars. Other roads throughout 
the north half of the county 
also experienced brief clo- 


sures with Highway 20 out- 
side of Willits closing and 
reopening later Tuesday after- 
noon. According to officials 
from the California Highway 
Patrol, most closures on big- 
ger roads were brief, but safe- 
ty remained a concern. 

“The roads are still pretty 
wet and messy,” said Randy 
England, CHP public affairs 
officer. “Caltrans has done a 
good job clearing the roads, 
but drivers still need to be 
cautious. Give yourself plenty 
of time to travel, slow down, 
make sure you have your 
chains -- they will be required 
-- and try to keep a full tank of 
gas in your vehicle when trav- 
eling in this weather.” 

According to the NWS in 
Eureka, roadways will contin- 
ue to remain hazardous 
throughout much of the day 
with areas at higher elevations 
experiencing more short 
bursts of snow. Temperatures 
are expected to increase today, 
moving the snowfall to higher 
elevations, but more rain from 
the Gulf of Alaska will keep 
conditions soggy throughout 
the week. 

“We’re looking at this low- 
level snow to become more 
intermittent showers over the 
next four to five days,” Ruehl 
said.

“Today we were absolutely 


fine,” she said. “We had 
power everywhere and the 
roads were all passable. 


Yesterday we had lack of 
power at one of the schools in 
Comptche, but nothing that 
stopped school at all.” 

Budlong said they try to 
make the call about whether 
or not to cancel school as 
early as possible. 

“We’ve got a plan in place 
for safety issues and make a 
decision,” she said. “Should 
school be closed we’ve got an 
emergency phone tree. We let 
the radio station know as soon 
as possible. Once we have 
(students at school) it’s really 
hard to send them home 
again.” 

Budlong said missed 
school days either will have to 
be made up by the district or 
excused by the state. 

“There is a waiver that can 
be sought from the state based 
on emergency conditions,” 
she said. “We already applied 
for one day right after winter 
break. We were out on the 7th. 


Albion was out on the 7th and 
the 8th. In terms of waivers, 
there’s no makeup day. We’ve 
applied for them in the past 
and we’ve had no problem 
getting them.” 

James Collins, Anderson 
Valley Unified School District 
superintendent, said the level- 
ness of the roadways on the 
district’s bus routes helped to 
keep school open. 

“Buses are pretty much in 
the flats, so we’re OK,” he 
said. “We haven’t missed any 
days this year.” 

Willits and Laytonville 
Unified School districts were 
not as lucky as both canceled 
school for the day. 

“The roads were really bad 
this morning so they decided 
not to send them out,” said a 
representative for the 
Laytonville Unified School 
District. “I’m guessing they 
made the call around 6:45 
a.m.” 

Willits, on the other hand, 
didn’t cancel classes until 
around 7:45 a.m. when a few 
students had already arrived, 
said a representative for the 
Willits Unified School 
District.

Officials warn of salmon population ‘collapse’

SAN FRANCISCO — The sstate’s 
largest salmon run is suffering an “unprece- 
dented collapse,” part of a broader decline 
throughout the West that has scientists 
vexed and will likely trigger severe fishing 
restrictions, according to federal fishery 
regulators. 

The number of chinook or “king” 
salmon returning from the Pacific Ocean to 
spawn in the Sacramento River and its trib- 
utaries this past fall dropped 67 percent 
from a year earlier, according to an internal 
memo to members of the Pacific Fishery 
Management Council that was obtained by 
The Associated Press. 

The Central Valley salmon population 
has fallen by more than 88 percent from its 
all-time high five years ago, when salmon 
restoration efforts in the Sacramento water- 
shed were being touted as a wildlife man- 
agement success story. 

But recent years have seen salmon pop- 
ulations steadily dwindle in the Sacramento 
and many other western rivers, and scien- 
tists are trying to understand why. 

Some believe it’s related to changes in 
the ocean linked to global warming. Others 
blame the troubles in California on 
increased pumping of freshwater from the 
San Joaquin-Sacramento River Delta. 

In his e-mail to members of the fishery 
management council, executive director 
Donald Mclsaac offered “an early alert to 
what at this point appears to be an unprece- 
dented collapse in the abundance of adult 
California Central Valley ... fall Chinook 
salmon stocks.” 

“The magnitude of the low abundance ... 
is such that the opening of all marine and 
freshwater fisheries impacting this impor- 
tant salmon stock will be questioned,” he 
said. 

Only about 90,000 returning adult 
salmon were counted in the Central Valley 
in 2007, the second lowest number on 
record, the memo said. The population was 
at 277,000 in 2006 and 804,000 five years 
ago. 

It’s only the second time in 35 years that

the Central Valley has not met the agency’s 
conservation goal of 122,000 to 180,000 
returning fish, according to the council, 
which regulates Pacific Coast fisheries. 

More worrisome is that only about 2,000 
2-year-old juvenile chinooks returned to the 
Central Valley last year, by far the lowest 
number ever counted. On average, about 
40,000 juveniles or “jacks” return each 
year. 

The low number of juvenile salmon 
means this year’s runs are likely to be even 
smaller. 

While complete statistics on other key 
salmon runs won’t be available for another 
two weeks, experts said it looks like a bad 
year for salmon elsewhere in the West. 

Ron Boyce, a salmon program manager 


for the Oregon Department of Fish and 
Wildlife, said the Rogue River barely hit its 
goal of 20,000 fall chinook in 2006 and 
2007. 

Coastal rivers farther north are in even 
bigger trouble. 

Oregon’s Coquille River has seen steadi- 
ly diminishing returns the past three years, 
and the Siletz River farther north saw just 
500 fish, less than 20 percent of the goal. 

“This a large-scale phenomenon affect- 
ing chinook stocks and other species coast- 
wide,” Boyce said. “It appears for those 
northern Oregon coast streams, we will not 
be able to make escapement goals even 
without any fishing on them.” 

It is difficult to point to a cause, but the 
fact that both hatchery and wild fish are 
showing low returns points to the ocean and 
estuaries, where salmon spend most of their 
lives, said Curt Melcher, deputy director of 
the Oregon Department of Fish and 
Wildlife. 

Last year saw very unusual conditions in 
the ocean, Boyce said. Southwesterly 
winds blew all summer, driving warm 
waters near shore and disrupting the marine 
food chain. 

Some fishermen and environmentalists 
believe the sharp decline in Central Valley 
chinook is related to increased water 
exports from the San Joaquin-Sacramento 
River Delta, which supplies drinking water 
to millions of people in drought-stricken 
Southern California, as well as irrigation 
for America’s most fertile farming region. 

“Tt’s time to reduce pumping of delta 
waters before we destroy the fish and 
wildlife species we appreciate so much in 
California,” said Mike Sherwood, an attor- 
ney for Oakland-based Earthjustice. 

Salmon that spawn in Central Valley 
rivers form the backbone of the West 
Coast’s commercial and recreational 
salmon fishery and are caught by fisherman 
from southern California to British 
Columbia. More than 90 percent of the wild 
salmon harvested in California originate in 
the Sacramento River system, officials say. 


frame, Garcia said 
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requires the state water board 
to adopt new principles for 
the governing of instream 
flows in Northern California 
on several rivers, including 
the Eel River and parts of the 
Russian River. 

State Board spokeswoman 
Liz Kanter said the policy 
could give the board a wider 
oversight of water rights peti- 
tions for stockponds, live- 
stock and domestic use. 

The new policy has come 
under fire because of its 
length and complexity. 

In a letter sent Jan. 23, the 
California Farm Bureau asked 
the state board to hold a work- 
shop to explain the policy, 
which is more than 800 pages 
long. 

The bureau said many who 
will be affected by the policy 
are having trouble under- 
standing it. 

The bureau also asked that 
the public comment period, 
which is set to expire on Feb. 
19, be extended 90 days. 

On Tuesday, the state 
board had not yet made a 
decision on the extension.

“Sunwest Management 
cares about its residents,” said 
Sunwest attorney Timothy 
Graves. “After a thorough 
self-assessment, the company 
decided that the best way it 
could demonstrate its concern 
for each and every resident 
whose care is entrusted to 
them was to spend company 
money in improving residen- 
tial care, rather than spending 
the same money on litiga- 
tion.” 

“Most of these companies 
run and hide so they can con- 
tinue to profit unlawfully 
from the pain and suffering of 
our vulnerable elders,” Garcia 
said. “ I believe Sunwest is 
starting a new chapter today.”
